1. SUMMARY: KVP AND ARP PARLIAMENTARY LEADERS ANNOUNCED LATE 
MARCH 27 THEIR PARLIMENTARY GROUPS WILL NOT SUPPLY MINISTERS 
FOR DEN UYL GOVT. CONFESSIONALS WILL NO LONGER PARTICIPATE 

IN BURGER FORMATION. KVP SAYS IT WOULD TREAT DEN UYL GOVT 
IN " BUSINESSLIKE" WAY BUT ARP GROUP DIVIDED WITH MAJORITY IN 
FAVOR SENDING DEN UYL HOME FIRST DAY IN OFFICE VIA NO CON- 
FIDENCE VOTE. QUESTION ONCE MORE IS WHETHER FORMATEUR BURGER 
WILL CONTINUE HIS EFFORT OR RETURN HIS MANDATE AND RECOMMEND 
QUEEN APPOINT NEW FORMATEUR. END SUMMARY. 

2. KVP AND ARP PARLIAMENTARY GROUPS MET MOST OF MARCH 27 
TO HEAR FLOOR LEADERS ( ANDRIESSEN AND AANTJES) REPORT ON 
THEIR MARCH 26 DISCUSSIONS WITH LABOR FLOOR LEADER DEN UYL 

AND FORMATEUR BURGER. AT CONCLUSION THESE MEETINGS. ANDRIESSEN

SITUATION CLOSELY, DOES NOT BELIEVE STORY TRUE. RAZDAN PRESUMABLY 
SO INFORMED WHEN PHONED DIXIT SAME DAY HE APPROACHED EMBASSY 
DELHI. 

6. PRAKASH SAID HE MADE NUMBER OF CALLS HIGH- LEVEL OFFICIALS ON 
FAIRBANKS MORSE BEHALF. DIXIT MAINTAINS HIS INTEREST. PRAKASH 
ASKED EMBASSY INTERVENE WITH ALLISON, WORLD BANK, DACCA, BUT WE 
DECLINED, PARTICULARLY AS INDIAN EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF BANK, 

SHROFF, IN WASHINGTON, HAS ACCORDING TO PRAKASH INQUIRED INTO 
MATTER. 

WE CONTINUE BELIEVE YOUR INDIAN SUPPORTERS CAPABLE OF BEST
